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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . Claims 41-43 and 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 41: in line 6, "first n/R tail output bits" apparently should be "a first subset 
of said n/R tail output bits"; in lines 8-9, "second 3/R tail output bits" apparently should 
be "3/R tail output bits" or "a second subset of said n/R tail output bits". 

In claim 47: in lines 10-11, "first n/R tail output bits" apparently should be "a first 
subset of said n/R tail output bits"; in line 13, "second 3/R tail output bits" apparently 
should be "3/R tail output bits" or "a second subset of said n/R tail output bits". 



2. Claims 8-11, 15-23, 26-40, 44-46 and 48 are allowed. 

3. Claims 41-43 and 47 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
